Pulpit,  think  it  gives*  Preachrran  oppor 
tunity  to  pelt  the  civil  magistracy,  to  pre 
si  Lit  lugubrious  apprehensions  concerning 
lha  Executive  policy,  to  boast  or  to 
plain  of  the  condition  and  prospect*  of 
national  affairs  in  generalised  to  indulge 
a  good  deal  in  what  Jeremy  Taylor  calla 
“the  liberty  of  prophesying.”  Others 
think  it  should  bear  the  same  relation  to 
the  year  that  an  index  does  to  a  book.  It 
should  tell  what  has  happened —how, — 
and  why  f  and,  ot  course,  it  abould  be 
long,  dry,  and — a  bore  ! 

Thanksgiving  Day  ia  a  day  for  giving 
thanks.  We  need  sermons  to  day  that 
shall  kindle  in  us  a  spirit  of  thanksgiving 
There  is  one  peril  which  threaten*  our  na 
tional  prosperity,  above  all  others.  It  is 
that  indifference  to  our  mercies  which 
msy  induce  God  to  withhold  them.  And 
it  ia  my  purpose  to  speak  of  tbe  Lord’s 
benefit*  to  us  as  a  nation,  and  as  individu 
als—  not  of  all,  lor  they  are  like  the  stars  in 
multitude— but  of  enough,  we  trust,  to 
produce  a  cheerful,  thankful  temper— pray¬ 
ing  that  while  we  cannot  render  an  ade¬ 
quate.  we  may  a  sufficient  i  ompensation 
for  all  his  benefits  toward  ua. 

This  is  an  American  day,  and  one  of  our 
Yankee  ideas.  True !  many  national 
Thanksgiving*  are  recorded  in  history.  I 
recall  that  on  the  shores  of  tbe  Red  Sea 
sting  the  escape  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Israel  from  the  fury  of  Pharaoh 
and  of  mighty  waters-  “  typical  ol  the 
time  when  tbe  followers  of  the  Lamb 
shall  shout  th  ir  triumphal  chorus  on  tha 
of  glaa*.”  I  recall  the  Jewish  Fraat  of 
Tabernacle*— a  thanksgiving  not  only  for 
ancestral  favors,  but  for  the  Ingathering  of 
the  harvest — when  in  booth*  erected  in 
the  open  air,  whole  families  gathered  to¬ 
gether  before  the  Lord.  Great  victories 
have  occasioned  such  a  festival.  After 
the  victory  of  the  Black  Prince  eight  day* 
of  solemn  thanksgivings  were  observed  In 
England ;  after  the  battle  of  Creaay,  Ed 
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one,  ha*  ever  come  upon  as.  mod  that  lik* 
a  storm  in  midsummer,  though  dreadful 
while  it  lasted,  ha*  cleansed  and  sweetened 
us.  When  the  West  has  cried  out,  the 
East  has  been  able  to  go  to  the  rescue  I 
The  physical  geography  of  our  land  en¬ 
courages  science.  We  have  a  field  to 
which  We  can  send  almost  any  scientist  to 
pursue  his  studies.  Wc  have  Michigan 
with  ores  and  minerals;  the  Bute*  of  the 
South  with  plant*  and  flowers;  and  caves 
and  mountains  full  of  treasure*.  We  have 
prairies  to  run  rsils  ever,  grest  mountain* 
to  tunnel,  and  great  rivers  to  bridge. 
America  is  a  Natural  University  where  we 
can  take  up  any  branch  of  learning.  Rich

And 
instead  of  poiuting  out  to  you  what  Jeremy 
Taylor  calls  “  the  great  constellations  of 
God's  goodness,”  let  me  mention  some 
things  which  fail  to  strike  us  because  of 
their  commonness.  Tbit  morning  we  awoke, 
and  lo  I  we  had  slept.  Few  know  wbat  it 
is  tmlie  awake  night  after  night,  with  the 
eye-balia  hot,  bard  and  throbbing,  until 
you  feel  aa  if  madness  were  coming  on. 
Bat  we  laid  us  down  and  slept,  we 
awaked,  for  the  Lord  sustained  ua. 

The  first  thing  we  saw  was  the  light  ot 
day.  Homer  and  Milton  knew  how  to  val¬ 
ue  that.  We  do  not.  “  Truly  the  light  is 
•weet.”  Yea,  but  flrat  the  sun  must  be 
darkeoed  before  we  can  measure  its  aweet- 
And  the  flrat  thing  we  felt  wae  air. 
Perhaps  we  tried  hard  to  shut  it  out,  but 
come  it  would  like  an  angel  to  tan  fevered 
brows,  and  to  furnish  fuel  for  the  flame  of 
life.

A  benefit  is  that  which  does  us  good ;  an 
advantage  is  that  which  lift*  us  forward 
Now  it  is  often  a  benefit  to  go  backward 
And  in  rendering  thanks  to  God  to-day  we

It  is  a  benefit  to  many  to  be  poor.  Every 
one  here  who  has  made  esrnest,  honest  cn 
deavors  to  get  rich,  who  has  been  prudent 
ana  saving,  if  he  has  failed,  hi  poverty 
a  blessing  to  him.  Perhaps  if  you  had 
been  rich,  you  might  have  lost  your  charac¬ 
ter.  or  your  conscience,  or  your  health,  or 
vour  happiness.  And  when  you  prayed:  — 
“O  Lord,  make  raeHch  !  Give  me  land 
and  stocks  1  I  won't  allow  them  to  cor¬ 
rupt  ixm  !"  the  Lord  knew  better,  and  did 
not  believe  you  l 

Riches  are  a  benefit  to  some,  not  to  all 
to  a  race  of  men,  not  to  every  man  of  the 
race.

The  lame  man  at 
the  Gate  Beautiful,  wheu  first  he  could 
stand  alone,  ran  and  leaped  and  praised 
God,  ao  grateful  waa  he  for  the  restoration 
of  hi*  limbs,  but  we  hav«  t  ever  lost  tbe  u*e

There  are  beneflu  of  the  home  for  which 
we  ahould  be  giateful.

God  haa 
given  you  health  to  make  money.  If  he  bad 
put  you  on  your  back  or  stood  in  yonr  way 
what  would  have  all  your  sharpness  have 
amounted  to  I  God  haa  given  ua  the  pow¬ 
er  to  make  money  and  the  opportunity  at 
any  rate.  Business  is  not  a  lottery  wheel, 
with  chance  likes  blind  man,  drawing  out 
tickets,  and  giving  to  one  and  another  n 
lucky  number.  God  ia  “  the  author  of 
every  good  and  perfect  gift.”  “  In  Uim 
we  live  and  move  and  have  onr  being.” 
And  for  both  success  and  failure  in  busi¬ 
ness  ere  should  thank  God,  for  the  one  may 
be  aa  great  a  blesesing  aa  the  other.  And 
what  n  ire  yon  rendered  onto  the  Lord  for 
all  His  beneflu  toward  you  !
